Heeling  IN  AND  Planting. —When  trees  are  received  heel  in  immedi- 
ately so  that  mellow  earth  comes  in  conti-act  with  all  the  roots,  and  water  the 
I'oots  if  the  earth  is  dry  Do  not  let  the  bale  or  box  be  exposed  to  sun  or  wind 
an  hour  if  you  can  avoid  it.  and  in  planting  do  not  let  the  roots  get  dry  for  a 
moment  In  planting  make  the  hole  sufticiently  large  so  roots  will  not  be  bent 
or  twisted.  Plant  one  or  two  inches  deeper  than  the  trees  stood  in  the  nursery. 
Pack  the  soil  lirmly  about  the  roots  and  after  roots  are  covered  add  a  bucket  of 
w^ater;  when  soaked  away  till  up  the  hole  nearly  even  with  the  sui-face,  but  have 
the  soil  on  top  loose.  Cultivate  with  hoe  or  cultivator  evei'y  ten  days,  or  oftener 
till  middle  of  August  Nothing  shoul'd  be  allowed  to  grow  within  two  or  three 
feet  of  the  tree.  Shorten  in  the  branches  to  one-third  of  last  season's  growth 
and  leave  only  four  or  live  limbs  on  an  apple  tree.

STRAWBERRIES. 

We  have  been  growing' stmvvben-ies  since  1882  and  liave  now  10  acres  of 
plants.  In  the  dry  season  of  1894  and  181)5  w^e  commenced  irrigating-  and  found 
it  a  grand  thing-  for  plants  and  fi-uit.  We  have  irrigated  our  plants  when  need- 
ing- it  and  think  we  have  the  strongest  and  thriftiest  plants  we  have  ever  g-i  own. 
We  have  now  about  50  varieties,  pai't  of  which  are  new  sorts  just  introduced  and 
most  of  ihem  are  doubtless  vai'ieties  of  great  merit.  All  the  plants  w^e  offer  are 
from  plants  set  last  spring-  which  have  not  yet  borne  fruit  and  therefore  will  not 
detei'iorate  in  vigor  or  bearing  quality,  and  are  same  as  pedig  reed  plants.  The 
blossoms  are  either  perfect  or  imperfect  The  iinpei-fect  are  called  pistillate  be- 
cause destitute  of  stamens  containing-  pollen  and  have  only  pistils  to  receive  the 
pollen  from  a  staminate  sort. 

The  pistillate  sorts  will  be  mai'ked  '"P"  in  our  list  and  such  soi'ts  need  a 
staminate  variety  marked  '"S"'  near  them  or  in  a  parallel  row.  We  usually 
plant  1  row  of  staminate  to  2  of  pistillate.  We  use  g  reat  care  in  packing-  so  that 
plants  will  reach  destination  in  fir. st  c^f/.s.s  condition  and  that  plants  shall  he  true  to 
name  and  cai'efully  labeled.

Water  them  each  day  till  ready  to  plant  If  so  treated  they  will  be  in  better 
condition  to  replant  than  if  planted  on  arrival  if  weather  is  dry.  If  you  send  an 
extra  dollar  for  plants  we  may  have  a  surplus  of,  we  will  give  an  extra  quantity  of 
such.
